THE DAIRY CATTLE CONGRESS 


The 1921 Dairy Cattle Congress, which will held 
its permanent home Waterloo, Iowa, September 
October has adopted stringent regulations regard the 
health requirements the cattle exhibits. 

All cattle brought the show grounds for exhibition 
other purposes shall either from Tuberculosis Free 
Accredited Herd they shall have passed satisfactory 
uberculin test and found free from tuberculosis not 
nore than ninety days prior the opening date, Septem- 
26. Only tests made veterinarians approved both 
Federal Bureau Animal Industry and the state veter- 
departments will accepted. 

Before the cattle are placed the barns, each exhibitor 
will required present the cattle superintendent 
certificate and temperature chart showing the re- 
sults the test.

Accredited herds will assigned certain por- 
tion the barn.

the National Association leaving the matter sales 
local clubs; and the other the Eastern Guernsey Breeders’

Time has 
proved its excellent results and, indeed, without ques- 
tion the most valuable feature which has been introduced 
since the establishment the Herd Book. Farmers, who 
had hitherto been somewhat lukewarm about testing, began 
making arrangements for getting their animals condition 
qualify for the Advanced Register. acted much 
needed stimulus and brought the already high level the 
breed still greater heights. also supplied 
means for testing the value different food stuffs than had 
ever before been found and, indeed, became generally 
recognized unqualified advantage.

For years, Mr. Dougan has followed unique system 
regard those employed his place. insists, first 
all, that his help shall clean—not only physically but 
other ways. already intimated, there moral res- 
ponsibility resting upon the producer milk. evident 
that man who not physically clean has business 
handling milk. Mr. Dougan carries this idea bit further. 
holds that man who not morally clean will fail 
meeting the moral responsibility which the production and 
handling milk necessitates. Consequently, man must 
come him well recommended this regard. Further 
than this, must not user tobacco any form. 
Many those familiar with Mr. Dougan’s methods thought 
would compelled down the bars—especially 
regard tobacco—these past few years. This, however, 
has not been the case. has been able secure help that 
has been far above the average and has not been compelled 
pay unreasonable wages order attract and hold them. 


Undoubtedly, the chief reason for this that Mr. Dougan 
offers something more than wages those who work for him. 
provides good living accomodations. The men’s rooms 
are comfortable and furnished with single beds—two 
room. shower bath hand for their special use. Many 
things make their leisure hours enjoyable and profitable 
are provided—among which are books, magazines, phono- 
graph and on. Each man, also, provided with full
